the law intends.

good in school work.

the time I was there he ma na ged 
the business ma tters well, and never 
made a suggestion as to the a p­ 
pointm ent of a teacher. 
Tlie svs- 
tem is likely to endure; 
it will 
proba bly be im proved ; and it will 


certa inly a ccomplish great results. 


“ Fhe 
menace 
to

schools does not come, as so ma ny 
assume, irom our foreign citizens. 


I lound there that the C erm a ns and 
the Bohem ia ns were com m only our 
strongest 
allies

threa tened the gootl oi the public 
schools. 
T h e y wa nted their chil­ 
dren to have tlie be.'^t of educa tion; 
and they knew wha t education was 
and 
how 
it 
should 
l>e secured. 
I here is no da nger from the slums ; 
the police can 
hold 
them 
(.lown 
when necessary. 
“ The 
great 
da nger 
to 
public 
schools is in the cities; and lies in 
the fact tha t cultiva ted, well-to-do 
people who have been led to believe 
in the public schools and have ])ul 
their children into them, too fre- 
cjuently find that their childreil are 
in conta ct with teachers who are 
not tlun’r social Cijuals ai)d are not 
being properly ta ught. 
T h eir a t­ 
tention 
is 
called 
to 
the 
matter 
through what their children sav at 
home. 
fliey find the tea cher un­ 
cultured and perhaps inetficicnt and 
doing poor work.

school system is nearer the lireaking 
point in the large cities than it has 
e\er been liefore 
in 
its 
history. 
M a ny will deny it, liiit it is idle to 
do 
so. 
Every 
thoughtful person 
who investigates know’s it, and no 
one knows it better than the ba l­ 
anced minds familiar w ith the work 
ot the schools. 
It is no ex a ggera ­ 
tion to say that halt the superin­ 
tendents in ma ny large places would 
not permit tlieir own children to 
he taught by a ny one of half the 
teachers 
under their supervision. 
T'he public schools are to hold all of 
our people together. 
T h e y are in 
more danger of losing the liesttha n 
ol not being able to bring out the 
w'orst under their iniluenees. W h e n 
the schools are only good cmough 
for ])eople w ho ca nnot alYord better 
oiU‘s, the theories U|>on which they 
ha\e been built will l>e overthrowm, 
and when the founda tions are torn 
out there will not l>e mucli left of 
the supers! meture.
